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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, 1893. 


We herewith submit our report for the year ending March 1, 
1893. The schools the past year have been satisfactory with one 
or two exceptions. Some teachers have failed in discipline and 
their usefulness has been impaired. It has been our policy to re- 
tain our old teachers and make as few changes as possible, favor- 
ing our home talent, when consistent. | 

A question which school boards have constantly to meet, is that 
of excluding all but resident teachers. We do not see how sucha 
policy as this can appear other than dangerous in its effects on the 
schools. Resident teachers should not expect preference, unless 
their qualifications are equal to, if not superior to, all other appli- 
cants. We believe there is a lack of interest manifest in regard to 
pareuts visiting schools. The past year only 33 names recorded. 
We believe if parents would visit the schools more, it would be a 
great help to the teachers and a still greater help to the scholars 
in giving them courage and confidence. We are pleased with the 
progress the scholars have made the past year considering the dis- 
advantages, under which they labor. There should be furnished 
dictionaries, histories charts, slates, paper, pencils, pens, ink 
&e., &c., and any thing that will add to the growth and mental 
development of our schools.
